The sentences Federal Judge Sylvester 
J. Ryan handed out to ex-Government 
girl Judith Coplon and her Russian friend, 
Valentin A. Gubitchev, convicted of plot- 
ting to spy against the United States, 
ought to merit general approval. 

Miss Coplon got 15 years in jail, which 
is in addition to the 40 months to 10 
years imposed last Summer for stealing 
Government documents. 

Gubitchev, still protesting he was im- 
mune to arrest and claiming FBI agents 
tried to get from him information on So- 
viet industrial and military strength, also 
got 15 years, but the sentence was sus- 
pended and he was ordered deported with- 
in two weeks. 

Decision to suspend the Russian’s sen- 
tence was on request of the Secretary of 
State and the Attorney General. Besides 
the announced reason of seeking to pre- 
vent retaliation against Americans in Com- 
munist countries, deportation will rob Rus- 
sia and the satellite countries of much of 
the propaganda they would make of

As for Miss Coplon, we think it is the 
general opinion she got what she deserved. 
Her case ought to be a warning to others 
so inclined that this country will not tol- 
erate disloyalty. Coming so soon after the 
conviction of Alger Hiss, that warning 
will be doubly emphatic.

Politics of Hawaii, Alaska Statehood 


WASHINGTON—After a long period of agitation Alaska and Hawaii appear to be on their 


way to admission into the Union as the forty-ninth and fiftieth States. 


Bills to this end have just 


passed the House and only the concurrence of the Senate is needed to give the two territories 


statehood. 


Formal admission of the territories would increase the membership of the Senate to an even 109, 
with each of the new States allotted two Senators, or the same as other States now have. Whether 
there would be an increase in the House membership to take care of the representation of the new 
States remains to be determined by the congressional reapportionment which will follow the 1950 


decennial census, soon to be taken. 
At the outside, however, no more than three 
House members are involved. Alaska, because 
of its small population of only 94,000, would be 
entitled to just one congressman, while Hawaii, 
with 500,000 population, might rate two. Thus 
the two States, if admitted, would ave a greater 
representation in the Senate than in the House. 


It was on the latter score that most of 
the opposition to statehood for Alaska was 
tered.

Since being asked to do this column by my good friend, Ralph 
McGill, a great many subjects have pressed themselves on my at- 
tention. Since space will not permit discussion of many subjects, I 
have chosen to write about those things which are covered by the 
jurisdiction of my major committee assignment in the Congress. This 
is the House Committee on Veterans’ Affairs. Having jurisdiction 
over matters affecting over 18,000,000 veterans in this country, 
space will not even permit all full discussion.of all these matters, 
therefore, I shall confine my remarks principally to a discussion of 
the current status of the so-called GI Bill of Rights which was 


enacted into law before I came to Congress. 
Cost The GI Bill was enacted so that returning veterans of 
World War II would be aided in becoming readjusted to 
civilian life and was never intended as a substitute for a bonus 
such as was paid to veterans of World War I. The current annual 
cost of all the programs administered by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion is nearly $7,000,000,000. This is approximately one-sixth of 
our total Federal budget. Charges of waste and maladministra- 
tion on the part of the VA are heard almost every day and 
many of the charges are true. In administering any program of 
the magnitude embraced by the GI Bill a great amount of waste 
and maladministration is almost inevitable. All of this waste is 
not attributable to the VA itself but must, in part, be charged to 
the various State agencies which are charged with the approval of 
training institutions and with the certification of veterans as being 
eligible for various benefits under the program. This is not to say 
that all State approval agencies are guilty of malpractice but it is 
to say that far too many of these agencies are guilty of resolving 
doubts in such way as to cause the bringing into their States the 
largest possible amount of Federal money. 
Sch Is In the closing hours of the first session of the Fighty- 
00 first Congress there was rushed through the United 
States Senate: S. 2596, better known as the Taft-Pepper-Teague Bill. 
This bill seeks to liberalize existing law in such way as to make 
it easier for so-called racketeer or fly-by-night schools to opérate. 
These schools fleece the veteran out of his entitlement and the tax- 
payers out of their money with a minimum of benefit accruing to 
the veteran. It has been estimated that the passage of this bill, 
in the form in which it passed the Senate, will necessitate the ex- 
penditure of approximately $2,500,000,000 annually in addition to 
the current $7,000,000,000 annual cost. __” 

In an atmosphere of hysteria inspired by an unprecedented 
propaganda campaign generated by certain private’ schools in the 
country, the Taft-Pepper-Teague Bill was approved by the House 
Committee on Veterans’ Affairs with less than an hour of con- 
sideration. It happened that I had sat with the Senate Committee 
while the bill was being written and was familiar with the loose 
manner in which it was drawn. The bill was reported by. the com- 
mittee over my protest and is now on the House calendar slated 
for consideration in the near future. I have prepared a substitute 
for the bill which I hope to get adopted by the House. My sub- 
stitute merely tightens it up in such a way as to make it easier for 
legitimate private schools to operate in the training of veterans 
and makes it impossible for illegitimate schools to operate. 


. The passage of my substitute to S. 2596 will do 
Alternative much to stabilize the training of veterans by pri- 
vate schools in much the same manner as was done for the vet- 
erans’ farm: training program by the passage of my Institutional- 
on-the-Farm Training Bill which became Public Law 377 in the 
Eightieth Congress. In the substitute bill certain broad standards 
are estahlished and the State-approved agencies are given sufficient 
funds to finance the policing of these schools to see that they are 
meeting the standards. 

The GI Bill is written in such-way as to say that July 25, 1951, 
Is the last date on which any veteran can enroll for training. 
This means that only those veterans who.are actually in training 
as of July 25 of next year will be allowed to take training under 
the bill and those who are in training as of that date must have 


finished their training by July 25, 1956. 
Medical To depart from discussion of the GI Bill and to dis- 
cuss the medical aspects of the program administered 
by the VA, I would like to say that, in my opinion, rio con- 
clusive medical evidence can establish the fact that insanity is 
non-service connected. If a physical ailment is claimed by a vet- 
eran medical evidence can fairly well establish service connection 
or the lack of it but a disease of the mind cannot be categorized in 
like manner. In view of this situation and in view of the fact 
that thousands of veterans are now in county jails waiting for 
their mental cases to be adjudged service connected, I have intro- 
duced a bill which will grant automatic service connection:to vet- 
erans who can show evidence of insanity occurring within three 
years of their discharge. The passage of this bill will take many 
deserving veterans out of county jails and State mental institutions 
and place them in V. A. hospitals.

will produce two feet of growth this Spring and 
a short crop of seed for producing a full erdp 
after reseeding the same land next Fall. 


Kentucky blue. grass and Rescue grass (not 
to be confused with Fescue grass), the best of 
all the great tribe of Brome grasses, may also be 
sown on the ashes in woodlands that are not too 
dense. In woodlot Winter pastures all of the 
above named prize Fall, Winter and Spring crops 
will do splendidly if lightly scratched in now. Of 
course Fall is the best time to sow grasses and 
clovers; but sown now those named will make 
a light crop of seed and reseed themselves this 
year for a thick crop next Fall provided they are 


not grazed this Spring.

Lovett School Pupils 
Love to Go to School 


By BETSY HOPKINS 
Since the little red schoolhouse first struck terror in 
the hearts of youngsters, the pupil who wanted to go to 
school was considered either a mental case or an insuffer- 
able bore. 


But they say, at Lovett School, that the children love to go 
* to school—and they mean it. What’s more, these children are 
certainly not lacking in gray matter, or personality. 

The reason for this love of school is hard to put one’s finger on. 


It could be the school’s system of teaching children to shoulder 
responsibility. Pupils edit and publish a monthly newspaper. They 
operate their own bank, writing: their own checks and making reg- 
ular deposits. They hold a weekly*council in which every pupil 
learns to preside over a meeting and to make committtee reports. 


The pupils may love this nonprofit-making school because there 
are no distinctions as to background or fortune. There are no 
clubs which exclude any child on any basis. Although there are 
several scholarship students, no one knows who they are. 


These things bind children together, and thus bind’ parents to- 
gether, and they contribute toward a child’s delight in his school. 
But perhaps the thing that does most toward this love of the school 
are the Lovett School Mother’s Club projects. The money made 
from these projects is poured back into the school and, among other 
things, has bought playground equipment, a cement driveway, and 
this year the project’s funds will be used to provide scholarships 
for Summer study for several of the teachers. 


It is the projects themselves, however, that are so dear to the 
heart of the children. Chief among these is Hugh Hodgson’s 
annual concert which will be presented, for the thirteenth year, 
this Sunday at 3 p. m. at the Atlanta Woman’s Club. 


This concert is beloved by children all over the city who, for 
as long as they can remember, have sat in rapt silence once a 
year while the maestro guided them gently down unfamiliar musi- 
cal paths, never losing their interest or their understanding. 


The highlight of the program this year will be, as it has always 
been, the musical nursery rhymes, something loved equally well 
by children and parents. 

“He has put the rhymes to the music one always imagines they 
would be sung to,” says Mrs. Morris Abram, a Lovett. School 
mother, about this perennial favorite of the Hodgson program. “I 
know if I could have sung them, I would have sung them that way. 

“T think that’s why the children love them so. But,” she added, 
“Mr. Hodgson has such a wonderful technique with children that 
they love anything he plays. Our students look forward to his 
concert all year long. It’s one of the reasons they are so fond 
of their school.”

It is with North’s jump {9 five 
diamonds that we do take issue. 
Ir our methods, Norths clearly 
indicated action is a redouble to 
announce a very strong hand. 
North had sufficient high-card 
values, so that he need not fear 
disquieting competition from the 
opponents. He attempted to jus- 
tify his action on the ground 
that he was trying to shut out 
a heart contract by the enemy. 
This is not sound reasoning, for 
if the opponents should reach 
four hearts, he would be no 
worse off, for at that time he 
could bid five diamonds. What 
he managed to do was to by- 
pass the contract of four spades 
which would have been a cinch. 

After West opened the club 
king and found dummy with a 
singleton he made the natural 
shift to a low heart. On reflec- 
tion, South decided that perhaps 
the spades might break badly 
and siiice West was pretty well 
marked with the heart king by 
his double, it might be well fo 
avail himself of the extra chance 
for xame. He, therefore, let the 
heart ride and East won with 
the king. The spades did break 
4-1 causing the loss of one trick

erates: (2) a knowledge of cul- 
tural anthropology, that is, how 
people ‘n groups live in their rela- 
tionships to other groups: (3) a 
knowledge of sociology; and (4)

try” type, who prevailed between 


1865 and 1900 and the specialist’ 


type who dominated in the era 
between 1900 and 1935.
